for the near-stalemate in which the' 
legislature finds itself today.

Mrs. Ellison wae 
wounded in the ankle by a sniper 
as she sat on the house porch last

A killer crouching outside a bed- 


room window Shot and killed Melin, 
a civil law attorney, as he undressed 
in his home last night. 


Mrs. Melin, who discovered her 


husband's body, could supply no 
motive. His brother and former 
partner, E, Luther Melin, several 
times candidate for district judge 
and mayor, told the officers 
he 


knew of nothing in the slain man's 
general law practice 
that might 


have created such an enemy. 


Listened To Radio 


Shortly before 9:30 p. m., Mrs. 


Melin told the officers that he went 
into the bedroom as usual to put on 
tils pajamas and listen to a base- 
ball game over the radio. She went 
into the kitchen! In another bed- 
room was a niece, Alice Campbell, 
29, who lives there. 


Mrs. Melin said she heard "three 
cracks." Mystified, she went to the 
bedroom door and called 
out, 


"Ted!" She told the officers she 
couldn't see him, so she entered the 
room and found his body, 
still 


clothed, slumped in a closet There 
were two bullet wounds in the back.

teard the shots and neighbors said

Tientsin, China—GR—Ten million 


persons have become sufferers from 
North. China's spreading flood, ac- 
cording to a consensus of trustwor- 
thy estimates tonight. 


Thousands have 
drowned and 


millions 'have been made homeless 
or suffered from famine or disease 
as the Hai and other rivers have in- 
undated large sections of North 
China between Tientsin and the old 
bed of the Yellow river near Tsin- 
ing in Shantung province, 250 miles 
southwest of here. 


Heavy rains have caused the riv- 


er to rise a few inches during the 
last 48 hours and tremendous vol- 
umes of water are yet to come from 
the northwest.

ries in the capitals of their enemies 
f war breaks out in Europe. 


Accordingly, officials said today, 
^reparations were being made to 
airy out such a function along 
rith arrangements for evacuating 
Americans from Europe. 


Special sections would be estab- 
shed in some of the embassies 
broad to deal with such matters as 
the protection of the interests of 
oreign governments after a rupture 
f diplomatic relations," the depart- 
ment added. 


This meant the United 
States 


would, in effect take over the di- 
lomatic representation of certain 
>elligerent nations to their enemies, 
if they requested "it The embassies 
r legations of those countries 
would be sealed and the custodian- 
hip would be assumed by the Uni- 
ed States. 


The American sovermnent could 
end notes to the foreign offices of 
the belligerents involved. It could 


issue passports and, in general, per- 
form almost the same functions as 
it performs in representing Ameri- 
cans. 


During the World war the United 


States represented a number of bel- 
ligerents, including Great Britain, 
France and Turkey. When the Uni- 
ted States entered the war against 
Germany she asked Spain to as- 
sume protection of her interests in 
the reich. 


In announcing its plan for return- 


ing Americans from war zones, the 
state department expressed 
the 


opinion all Americans in Europe 
could return home on American 
merchant ships, although "it will, 
of course, not be possible for all to 
return as rapidly as come of them 
may wish."

ope, it will be necessary for the American people to brace themselves for 
a tense period here while public opinion 'works around "to definite bear- 
ings concerning our future course. 


Despite the numerous polls and letters and petitions to senators and 


representatives indicating strong and outspoken iso- 
lationist sentiment the issue is far—very far in- 
deed—from being settled. A poll, taken some time 
ago, showing that a majority of the people, a decisive 
majority, is opposed to entering the war, is, however 
honestly taken, an unreliable guide to what public 
sentiment may be after a few days of war. 


Already civilians without important business in 
Paris are being asked to leave the city. At^any mo- 
ment London and Paris may go under the rain of 
German bombers, and the effect of such a catastrophe 
upon American sentiment cannot be foreseen. 


Within the last 24 hours I have heard a group of 


newspaper men—not Washington correspondents, but 
men of another city—discussing the probabilities. Ten 
were present All except one of them, without regard 
Bajrmend Clapper to their own wishes in the matter, gave it as their 
judgment that in event of war the United States would, sooner or later, 
become involved. You find that rather fatalistic attitude reflected in polls 
which at the very same time record majority sentiment against such ac- 
tion.

What 
makes the present situation differ- 
ent from that which existed a quar- 
ter of a century ago is that enthu- 
siasm to fight prevailed both in 
Germany and in France, and peo- 
ples were ready for the issue. To- 
day it does not seem that the" Ger- 
man people have been prepared for 
•war, or that anybody on 
the

On Defensive 


Her Hitler knows that Britain 


and France are arrayed on the de- 
fensive and do not intend to make 
a move of aggression. 
This means 


he can choose the moment for ac- 
tion, !or he can refrain and accept 
any one of the various avenues of 
peace-making that have been of- 
fered. 


It is certainly customary for the 


heads of states to make pleas lor 
peace. President Wilson formally 
tendered the good offices of the 
United States to the belligerent 
powers in 1914. Mr. Roosevelt is fol- 
lowing precedent by issuing a plea 
for peace and suggesting a machin- 
ery for resolving the disputes. 


When the German chancellor de- 
cides to back down, or to try lor a 
diplomatic victory, he must avail 
himself of some of these mediation 
plans. He may choose Premier Mus- 
solini again. 
The logic points to- 
ward Rome as the capital through 
which peace endeavors mav be in- 
itiated. 


Psychology Of Fear 


But what will the next peace con- 


ference decide? Certainly some con- 
cessions will have to be made by 
Poland. 
Europe has been led up 
' to a psychology of lear about "war so 


tfcat any nation which blocks a 
settlement will forfeit the sympathy 
of the world. Doubtless some solu- 
tion of the Danzig problem will 
come first, and, if the peace pro- 
gram is limited to that issue alone, 
it will not satisfy Britain 
and 
France, -who now will want some 
real guarantees that the peace will 
be kept. 


Herr Hitler may believe that the 
British and French will yield rather 
than go to war, and he is doubtless 
right about it, but he will be mis- 
taken if he thinks the British and 
French governments can afford to 
keep their peoples in a 
constant 


state of mobilization and apprehen- 
sion. They must find some way of 
preventing recurring crises, and that 
will be something that will cost 
Herr Hitler a concession. Some tan- 
gible proof qf peaceful intent be- 
sides mere word pledges will be 
necessary. 


^^It may be that, if a peace confer- 
^Wce is held, it may develop dis- 


cussion of how armaments can be 
gradually curtailed. Such a result 
would present the world with a real 
basis lor hope and optimism. It does 
seem as if the Danzig issue is inci- 
dental to the greater problem of 
how to accommodate the German 
empire of 90.000.000 people within 
the sphere of European economics 
and trade without making it neces- 
sary for force to be threatened as 
a means of securing consideration 
lor these people. 


Threats Of Force 


The British and French spokes- 


men insist that they will make con- 
cessions, but will not surrender to 
threats of force, yet Hitler gained 
nothing by sitting down at the con- 
ference table until he began to

force his threats 


The game of force versus reason 
Is apparently a difficult one to play 
until both sides are equally strong 
in a military sense, but this is be- 
cause the British and French gov- 
ernments have never demonstrated 
conclusively to the German people 
that "reason" means economic aid. 
with.1*, which arise those internal 
conditions that make it easy lor dic- 
tatorships to perpetuate 
them- 
selves. 


The outlook is for a 
peaceful 


settlement despite the war moves— 
lor there will be no war through 
formal declarations this time, no 
commitments, even if troops begin 
firing on one another and skirm- 
ishes begin. This is an era of unde- 
clared wars and face-saving peace 
conferences.

. Senator White of River Falls has in- 
duced the introduction of a bill before the 
Wisconsin legislature which, if passed, 
would require male itudeuts at our uni- 
versity to take military training for part 
of their course.

And well they may, for the dober- 
man is a good sized, powerful, agile 
dog, well able to handle the very 
important assignments, of guarding 
and soldiering.

Use of Bribery in Regulating . 


Child Poorest Kind of Method

Along with the word Bribery goes another word. Corruption. Don't 


then, if you would not corrupt the character of a child, bribe him. If he is 
a child under six he is to obey directions, respond to request*, because 
they are given him. The fewer explanations the better. Words have little 
meaning to children this age. They are familiar sounds that convey mean- 
ings, but those meanings are shallow. Experience must give them depth 
and richness of meaning. The more you say to a little child about why 
and how and when he is to obey, the less he understands. Save words 
and get a quicker, surer, happier response. 


Children get tired of too much obeying. Consider how many directions 


a child gets in a morning. Keep track of them for a time and see how 
many can be eliminated. Children like to be directed some of the time 
They like to feel the power ot the friend1 behind them, but if they get 
too much of it they become weary, and that leads to rebellion. Rebellion 
is what calls out the bribery idea. 


"No, I don't want to have my face washed.'* 
"Come along. That's a good child. Mother will give you a nice choco- 


late. You'd like a nice fat chocolate, wouldn't you?" 


Still grudging, making a favor of 


it, the child allows himself to be 
led off and makes the washing as 
difficult as possible. Then he de- 
mands his chocolate. Soon he will 
demand a price for every shade of 
cooperation he deals out. Then you 
may know he has been corrupted. 


Don't promise a child anything 


for doing what he should do. When 
he does something well, so well 
that you heartily approve it, sur- 
prise him with a reward. Let it be 
something he did not expect but 
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which he will like. The ball he 
would buy if he had the money, the 
swim in the pool that requires a 
fee and your permission, the trip to 
town, to the show, a collar for his 
dog. Anything that pleases him and 
shows your appreciation of his ef- 
fort will stimulate him to good-will, 
and to further effort That makes 
for health. 


Bribery is useless apart from its 


corrupting influence on character. 
A child who is behaving like a mis- 
taken child, lives in the present 
Sometimes he is so close to the 
present in his mind that he lives in 
the very moment, Now. "I want it 
Now." 
I 


When you promise him a reward 


for getting a good mark next month, 
for not smoking until he is twenty- 
one, he being fourteen, at the mo- 
ment when you make him any sort 
of a long-time promise, you waste 
your breath and his 
spiritual 


strength. He cannot hold on to any 
thought of the future for a time 
long enough to matter in his behav- 
ior. If he is weak enough to need 
your support he must have it hour 
by hour and day by day. 


Teach a little child to obey with- 


out demurring. Teach the older 
ones to cooperate with the family 
by granting them a share in the fa- 
mily life, gradually making them 
feel responsible members of the 
group by sharing confidences with 
them, taking them into partnership. 
But don't bribe them, for that route 
ends in corruption.

Moles are serious menaces to 


gardens containing rich, moist soil 
and are nuisances in bulb gardens. 
They are considered carnivorous 
but they also do extensive damage 
to grass roots and all plants made 
up of large fleshy roots as well as 
bulb stock. The presence of moles 
can usually be determined by lit- 
tle 
humped-up 
patches which 


show where the runs are under- 
ground. The mole crawls through 
the ground blindly and raises the 
soil as an arch around his tunnel. 


Destroying the little fellows is 


not an easy task. The methods in 
use are trapoing. poisoning and 
asphyxiating. The best of the traps 
are those known as "choker traps."' 
They are opened and inserted in 
the mole run. When 
the 
mole 


comes through he pokes his head 
in the trap which closes on him 
and chokes him. 


Since calcium cyanide has come 


into general use, many people rid 
their gardens of these pests by op- 
ening up little holes about five 
feet apart in the mole run. Into 
each of these openings a teaspoon- 
ful of this poison is placed and the 
opening closed by stomping on it

and it is definitely certain that no 
openings enter houses where any 
animal life is kept moles can be 
<J"'<*]y eradicated by asphyxiation.

The problem, however, is much

ng employment is to encourage 
suyers. Merely raising wages does 
not accomplish 
this. 
Increased 


wages means higher prices lor 
goods without a material change in 
he number of workers. The answer 
ies in making it easier for people 
o buy goods by encouraging retail- 
ers in various ways. Hence, a dis- 
cussion of the date of Thanksgiving 
Day may open up a very important 
ine of approach to the unemploy- 
ment problem. 


Too Many Holidays? 


This discussion may develop into a 
:onsideration of holidays in general. 
Are there too many holidays at 
present? Are they properly distrib- 
uted? Shouldjnot our holidays come 
•either on Saturdays or Mondays? 
This is the way that the English 
—the greatest merchandisers in the 
world—have 
arranged their holi- 


days. I sincerely hope that govern- 
ors will not hastily ignore Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's proclamation with- 
out taking the matter up with their 
merchants. Retail trade—not histor- 
ical societies—are the life blood of 
American business. They are en- 
titled to much more consideration 
in any discussion of our unemploy- 
ment problem. 


There are, of course, a dozen 


causes of unemployment. To the 
statistician, however, one of the 
most potent reasons is that the i 
number of people trained for pro- 
duction, versus the number of peo- 
ple trained for distribution, is out 
of balance. Formerly it took many 
more persons to produce an article 
than it required to sell it. Gradu- 
ally this ratio has been cut down so 
that today many more are needed 
to sell an article then to produce it. 


Merchants Handcuffed 


Public authorities, however, have 


shown no disposition to favor the 
seller over the maker. Labor unions 
lave temporarily made it more at- 
tractive to work in a shop than in a 
store. Taxation per dollar invested 
s much lighter on the maufacturer

lours at which clerks may work in 
stores and other distributing agen- 
cies to the same, schedule as the!

The main purpose of the wage 


and hour bill was to give higher 
wages and to create more jobs: 
Neither total wages nor total jobs 
have been increased. Merchants are 
observing the law. However, in or- 
der to pay more wages they are hir- 
ing fewer people; and, in order to 
shorten hours, are keeping open 
fewer hours for business. Therefore, 
when the great need of today is to 
sell more goods, stores are open 
fewer hours, salesmen are making 
fewer calls, and even the facilities 
of our post offices and telegraph 
systems have been curtailed. If we 
want to get out of the present mess 
all distributors must. work harder 
and longer. 


Suspend Wage and Hoar Law 
Unemployment will be solyed 


only as more people are put to 
work. More people will be" put to 
work only as more goods are sold. 
More goods will be sold only as dis- 
tributors keep their stores open 
longer hours, work more efficiently 
and are exempt from burdensome 
legislation. 
Then, and then only, 


will all groups have money with 
which to buy goods. This means 
that the government 'should re- 
moVe the "ball and chain" on all 
merchants today; that the taxes on j 
storekeepers and their sales should; 
be reducedr and that the wage and 
hour law should be suspended for 
those engaged in,selling until pro- 
Suction and distribution are again 
in balance.
